In the Rear fall in two Drums, and a Fife. Then two 
Genticmen, one bearing my Lord MAYORS, the 0+ 
thcrthe City Banners. Then Twelve Gentlemen Uſhers, 
and after them the Court of Afhſtance, which makes the 
laſt Divilion. 

The Right Honourable the LORD MAYOR, with the
